During  the  year  of  1985,  the  police  department  has  received  a  record 
number  of  complaints.  This  years  total  shows  an  increase  of  10%  over  last 
years  183  total  complaints.  The  mileage  traveled  by  police  has  also 
increased  21%  over  last  years  4942  miles.  Total  miles  this  year  is  6017. 
There  was  also  an  increase  in  manhours  this  year.  One  reason  for  this 
increase  is  because  of  the  mandatory  firearms  training  course  that  was 
conducted  this  fall.  This  total  shows  an  increase  of  34%  over  last  years  522 
hours.  This  years  total  manhours  were  reported  at  702.5  hours. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  of  the  department  is  the  large  increase  in 
burglaries  in  1985.  The  total  more  than  tripled  over  last  year's  2.  Most  of 
the  areas  involved  are  secluded  which  makes  detection  difficult.  This  year,  I 
will  attempt  to  increase  patrols  of  these  areas.  Our  intention  to  get  some 
Army  Surplus  Jeeps  for  patroling  these  secluded  areas  was  dropped  after 
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Selectmen  made  the  decision  not  to  proceed  due  to  previous  problems  with 
Army  Surplus  Equipment.  We  also  are  receiving  many  more  calls  about  the 
use  of  OHRVs  in  the  Town.  OHRVs  complaints  are  increasing  all  over  the 
State  and  investigating  them  is  difficult  for  most  police  departments.  The 
main  reason  for  this  is  because  the  OHRVs  can  elude  apprehension  by 
merely  going  into  an  area  where  a  normal  police  vehicle  is  unable  to  follow.  I 
expect  this  problem  to  get  worse  before  it  gets  better  in  coming  years. 

I  have  been  advised  by  some  people  in  the  Town  that  they  do  not  know 
how  to  get  an  officer  to  respond  to  a  complaint.  Below  is  the  procedure  for 
getting  police  assistance  at  anytime: 

1.  DIAL  352-1100.  This  is  Mutual  Aid  Dispatch  Center.  These  people 
dispatch  for  all  of  the  smaller  towns  in  the  county. 

2.  If  you  are  reporting  an  emergency  situation,  STAY  CALM.  Be  sure  to 
answer  all  questions  that  are  asked  of  you  and  also  offer  any  information 
that  you  feel  may  be  helpful.  Give  EXACT  LOCATIONS  or  DETAILED 
INSTRUCTIONS  on  how  to  get  to  the  problem.  Bear  in  mind  that  there  are 
no  house  numbers  and  people  responding  to  assist  you  will  be  guided  by 
your  instructions  only. 

3.  Do  not  ask  for  a  specific  member  of  the  Police  Dept.,  if  you  have  a 
problem.  In  doing  so  will  delay  response  to  your  call.  The  police  department 
is  a  part  time  department  and  the  person  you  ask  for  may  be  unavailable. 
The  dispatcher  will  get  the  message  to  the  officer  you  asked  for  eventually 
but  you  may  not  be  contacted  for  some  time.  If  you  report  the  incident,  they 
will  attempt  to  page  someone  from  Roxbury  PD.  If  they  are  unable  to  make 
contact  with  one  of  us,  they  will  relay  the  call  to  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Police.  Bear  in  mind  however,  that  the  State  Police  cover  the  entire  county 
and  they  handle  calls  on  a  priority  basis. 

If  you  follow  the  above  procedure,  your  call  will  be  answered  in  the 
quickest  possible  time.  The  pagers  carried  by  members  of  the  police 
department  has  increased  significantly  the  availability  of  police  officers  to 
Town  residents. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  complaints  received  by  the  Police  Department 
have  increased  from  31  to  202.  This  shows  a  monthly  increase  from 
approx.  3  calls  per  month  to  approx.  1 7  calls  per  month.  The  department  is 
committed  to  providing  the  best  possible  police  coverage  it  can.  Our 
success  however,  depends  on  your  continued  help.  We  need  your  help  by 
reporting  incidents  as  they  happen.  We  are  still  being  told  about  things 
that  have  happened  several  days  prior.  This  makes  it  impossible  to 
investigate  and  prosecute.  If  you  wish  to  remain  annonymous,  call  the 
information  into  Mutual  Aid  as  a  Crime  Check  call.  The  Town  has  many 
secluded  areas  that  are  not  traveled  regularly.  Therefore,  residents  are 
vulnerable  to  criminals.  Anything  that  you  feel  is  the  least  bit  suspicious 
should  be  reported  and  checked  out  by  police.  The  time  of  day  is  not 
important.  Do  not  let  the  fact  that  it  is  2:00  AM  be  an  influance  on  whether 
or  not  you  will  call.  We  want  to  know  regardless  of  the  time. 
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In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their 
continued  support.  The  department  is  constantly  trying  to  improve  itself 
and  provide  the  services  needed  to  insure  adequate  police  coverage. 
Anyone  having  questions  about  the  police  department  can  contact  us  at 
any  time.  We  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have.

The  appropriation  does  not 
affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended,  a  vote  is  required. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$183.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  These 
funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning, 
studies,  technical  assistance,  and  other  programs  of  the  Commission. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  amd  Federal 
Funds  available  for  planning  purposes.  Motion  carried.

$855.25  as  its  fair  share  of  st£ind-by  costs  for  the  use  of  ihe  City  of  Keene's 
ambulance  service.  Motion  carried. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Fire  Station. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Lx)ca]  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  agciinst  budget 
appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated;  and  further  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  pro-rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated 
entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  Selectmen's 
Comments:  In  1984,  the  Town  appropriated  $1,700.00  for  Town  Hall

This  also 
was  passed  by  ballot  vote  23  YES  0  NO. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  two  cemetery  plots  in  the  Nye  Hill 
Cemetery  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Pyne.  This  grant  to  be  made  in 
appreciation  of  the  Pyne's  faithful  service  to  the  Town  of  Roxbury  over  the 
past  eighteen  years.  In  the  event  that  the  plots  are  not  used  by  the  Pynes, 
the  plots  will  be  returned  to  the  Town  for  its  use.  Motion  carried. 

Article  2 1 .  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  said 

meeting.
